WHAT WITTE CAN TELL. 


It will be good news to students who 
follow the events underlying the develop- 
ment of nations to learn that the late Ser- 
gius Witte, of Russia, left ample material 
for memoirs covering the more important 
parts of his career. Witte was one of the 
few great men Russia has recently produced. 
His two most signal services to his country 
were the creating of the foundations of in- 
dustrial Russia and his part in concluding 
peace with Japan at Portsmouth. He was 
a pronounced success also as a minister of 
finance and a raiser of revenue, and it is

principally his achievements in the latter | 
direction that raised up powerful enemies | 
and led to his downfall in 1903. 

To an extremely practical turn of mind 
Witte added a blunt diplomacy that was 
wondertully successful. Forceful, incisive 
and logical, once he started he carried all 
before him. 
the academic and practical branches, his 
quick mind saw the limitless vista of Rus- | 
sia’s industries, once they were put on their 
feet. He erected high tariff wails around 


Russia and invited foreign capital in, giving |,

whooping. He put Russia on a gold basis, | 
although his personal preference was for | 
fiat money that he might rush to conclusion | 
the many schemes that teemed in his head.

dustrial Russia. That is distinction enough 
for one man. 

No one will ever knowjust precisely the 
role Witte played in the peace of Ports- 
mouth. But it is known to have been a 
probably more effective than 


even the influence of Roosevelt, and cer- 


tainly more so than that of any of the other 4 


Russian yp-enipotentiaries. He knéw the 
economic waste of war, and especially the 
folly of the war Russia was waging in the 
Far East. He was instrumental in introduc- 
ing the opening wedge of democratic govern- 
ment in Russia. Even after he was discred- 
ited officially, his very ability made him a 
factor with which to be reckoned. His 
memoirs ought to prove among the most 
interesting 
If his biographer is given a free hand the 
result will be a valuable contribution to the 
world’s knowledge. 


NOT ALL OF US. 

Vice President Marshall, in a recent ad- 
dress at San Francisco, deplored what he 
regarded as the tendency of the American 
people toward “flunkeyism and servility to 
wealth.” Sometimes the genial vice presi- 
dent is very happy in his characterizations, 
and sometimes he indulges a weakness to 


make sweeping statements. In this case, 
unlesss he is misquoted, he seems to have 


fallen on the common error of trying to in- 


dict an entire people. Certainly it would be 
discouraging to believe that the majority of 
Americans had tendencies in the direction 
indicated by Mr. Marshall. 3 

The same accusation has been brought 
against this nation before both by Americans 
and by foreigners. What they think is ser- 
vility to wealth is more likely to be a devo- 
tion to commercialism and for the rewards 


that success and wealth will bring. The dis-— 


tinction between these two traits is a very 
sharp one, but it ought to be made if we do 
justice to the whole body of the American 
people. 

This country contains, naturally, its pro- 
portion of toadies and snobs. They are not 
all confined to people who wear good clothes 
and put on what is called “a good front.’ 


It is lamentable, but true, that thousands of | 


people in certain walks of life still worship 
at the shrine of the vellow journals and 
absorb eagerly and jealously all the sordid 
details they can of the doings of wealth. 
This type, as well as the type that culti- 
vates wealth by flattery and other arts, is 
not representative of America. It is in a 
class to itself-and a_ distinctly | minority 
class. The majority of us may be open to 
criticism for hot-footing it too industriously: 
after the almighty dollar, though it is vet 
to be established that this quality is peculiar 
to America. But to say that Americans are 
idolators before. the possessors of wealth is 
to put the case just a trifle unjustly. 


JUST ORGANIZATION. 
This is not an advertisement. It is a 


sermonette on the value of organization with 
a story from real life in Atlanta to prove the 
point. Some months ago a new restaurant 
came to town. The food was good, like it is 
in most restaurants of this class in Atlanta. 
But the service—that’s the story. When 
you give an order in this place for anything 
on the ready-to-eat menu cart, and the same 
thing alfhost applies.to the regular card, it 
is set before you almost before vou can 
settle vourself in vour chair. That means 
service. Service means organization; ex- 
tending from the buyer to the newest jani- 
tress. Add to these qualities cleanliness, 
reasonably geod food and reasonably low 
prices and you spell success. But it all gets 
back in the long run to organization. With- 
out that factor none of these exhibits would 
be possible. As it is, you can go in that 
restaurant almost any day and you-are likely 
to meet your doctor, your lawyer, your 
banker, your merchant, not to mention a 
horde of the democratic men and women 
who make the life of Atlanta. And it is 
simply organization that makes this wide- 
spread appeal possible. 

The south and the nation, for that mat- 
ter, need to take to heart this primary les- 
son in organization. The trusts learned it 
long ago. It is where the principle has been 
applied that success has followed, whethe: 
in politics, business or any vocation requir- 
ing the handling of men and the serving of 
This is not to say that organi- 
zation will do it all. Brains must go with 
it as well as initiative and judgment. And 
by organization we do not niean the cold- 
blooded creed of the efficiency expert, who 
falls down when he tries to make unthink- 
ing machines of workers. Unless organiza-: 
tion is tempered with some of the common 
sense of the forefathers it is a vain thing. 

In expanding our business at home and 
abroad, in getting better city, state and na- 
tional government, in accomplishing any- 
thing in theumass, organization is the prime 
factor. The quicker the voter, the business 
man and the club woman learns this prin- 
ciple the smoother will be their road to suc-?’ 
cess. And vou don’t have to go to just one 
restaurant to find this out. There are plenty 
of similar lessons all around simply for the

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Trade Commission Duties 
Shown as Constructive 


By Hollins Randolph , 


Editor Constitution: The federal trade 
commission of five members has just been 
organized at Washington. Business men 
j everywhere are wondering what it has 


power to do. Not a little misinformation has 
been given relative to the commission and 
the law which created it. The object of this 
article is to give, very briefly, a history of 
the trade commission act, and likewise, very 
briefly, an outline of what business men may 
expect from operation of the law. 

In Mr. McKinley's first term a commission 
was appointed to examine into American 
business affairs, especialfy into the ways 
that corporations conducted business. This 
commission took much testimony, and ‘after 
two vears of work, made a report to con- 
gress recommending the formation of a per- 
manent body-that would supervise and regu- 
late and examine corporate business sespe- 
cially. In response to this report, early in 
Mr. Roosevelt's first administration, the de- 
partment of commerce and the bureau of 
corporations was created. This was in 1903. 
The bureau of corporations was given rather 
broad powers of investigating corporate busi- 


ness. The evils that had been found to exist 
in the management of corporations were not 
eliminated by what the bureau of corpora- 
tions did, although considerable progress was 
made in the desired direction: Finally, hpw- 
ever, the belief became every'where prevalent 
that more stringent regulation was nec¢@es- 
sary. In 1912 the republican party, the pyo- 
gressive party and the democratic party all 
put planks in their respective platforms 
promising the creation of a trade comnssion, 
if successful at the polis. The present bill, 
therefore, cannot be regarded either as new 
and experimental legislation nor as partisan 
legislation. In the enactment of the present 
act, both republicans and progressWes In oon 
gress took a prominent part and materially 
helped to shape the measure. Althofigh 
passed bv a democratic congress, the trade 
commission act received support from all 
other political parties in both the house and 
senate, Business men must, therefore, ac- 
cept it as the result of public opinion, more 
fully expressed than is usual in the enact- 
ment of laws. Another fact may be noted 
here: the trade commission has come lo stay, 
the act’ will not be repealed. American Inter- 
state business hereafter will be conducted 
under supervision of the trade commission, 
The provisions of this law become vitally 
important, therefore, to all men engaged in 
interstate commerce. The act does not seeK 
to regulate business done wholly within the 
limits of any state; it affects interstate and 
foreign commerce alone. 

7 Unfair Competition. 

The trade commission act contains eleven 


sections. The first four sections deal with 
the creation -and organization of the com- 
mission. The fifth section begins as follows: 


“That unfair methods of competition in com- 
merce are hereby: declared unlawful.” Power 
to prevent the use of unfair methods of com- 
petition conferred upon the commisston. 
Regular public hearings, held after thirty! 
days’ notice, at which interested parties may 
appear and be heard, are provided. If the 
commission decides that the acts disclosed 
constitute “unfair Methods of competition,” 
then an order is made forbidding continuance 
of the unfair methods. If this order is not 
obeyed, the case is taken to the United States 
circuit court of appeals, held in the district 
where the acts occur, and if that court, after 
examining the evidence upon which the com- 
mission acted, decides the case has been 
correctly decided} then a judgment is ren- 
dered, which can! be enforced like any other 
judgment. Y if the circuit court of: appeals 
reverses the tdmmission, the matter is 
ended. unless some constitutional question is 
involved. when an appeal may be taken to 
the supreme court. : 
In hearings before the commission, a full 
record is made by an official stenographer, 
without expense to any of the parties. This 
record rust be filed on an appeal by the 
«ommission, without expense’ to litigants. 
The case on appeal is tried on the original 
record. All evidence heard must be taken 
before the commission. Thus, procedure be- 
fore the commission will ;jbe both speedy and

inexpensive. 
iBusiness men who haye just grievances 
against rivals in business will have a tribu- 
nal in which much of the'delay and expense 
of an ordinary lawsuit will be avoided. 
The hearing of trivial complaints is pro- 


vided against by giving the commission 
power to proceed when in its opinion the 


matter is of public interest. 3 

Business men will want to know just 
what constitutes , “unfair methods of compe- 
titfon,’ which are decilared unlawful. Per- 
haps as good a ppv hon as can be found 
is “the conduct of business by methods which 
shock ordinary honesty.’ The law books are 
full of recent bearing on unfair com- 
petition, and business men in doubt of this 
should consult a lawyer. 

The Clayton act, however, ,

that will govern all cases. 

Section six of the tradeYcommission act 
gives the right. to exainine corporate organ- 
ization, business, conduct, practices and man- 
agement, and to require all corporations en- 
gaged in interstate trade, or foreign trade, 
to file reports in such form as the commis- 
sion may fix, concerning the details of its 
affairs. 

The commission may -investigate also any 
alleged violations of the anti-trust laws. and. 
may formulate a plan by which business may 
be lawfully conducted under the Sherman 
and Clayton anti-trust laws. This is a val- 
uable provision, as it gives corporations ai 
opportunity to avoid prosecutions. Various 
other investigations heretofore dqne bv the 
attorney general may be done by the com - 
mission.

On March 1 one of the great constructive 
forces in the financial district who is famil- 
iar with the currents which with almost 
freshet-like rapidity and volume are bearing 
funds to the United States said: “The situ- 
ation is absolutely without any precedent 
either in this country or in amy of the great 
nations of Europe. If we were bewildered 
for two or three weeks in August of last 
year by the sudden blow which hit us then, 
it is well within a truth to sav that we are 
bewildered now. but for a reverse reason 
from that which caused us to stagger in 
August;” but it is a benign bewilderment 
now. 3 

Usually this man of finance speaks with > 
moderation, always seeming to be in full 
control of himself: but the situation, as he 
now sees it, compels him to.speak with 
amazement and with some intimation that 
he wonders how we are going to. handle it. 
It is, of course, due to something like a 
tidal wave of purchases in the United States 


and of money or its equivalent which we 


are receiving on account of these transac- 


tions. Chief among the features of this 
situation is that it is without any precedent 
and therefore calls for original treatment 


It also sugzests, in the opinion of those who 
have given much thought-to. the situation,’ 
that we may be on the eve of a rearrange- 
ment, complete and full, of money relations 
and also to some extent, trade, and that old 
precedents will be succeeded by néw ones. 
The situation makes ‘it ¢lear that. there ia 
no legislation which can control it. Even in 
Ingland, the relief must come not from the 
action of the government—which has done 
all that is possible for a government to do 


to handle the situation—but must come 
through co-operation and voluntary action 


on the part of the bankers of the new worl 
and the old. 


The Visible Demonstration, 
The Visible demonstration of this condi- 


tion wags made a.day or two ago when 
Sterling }exchange fell to the lowest point 
ever quoted for it in this country. Of 
course, that means that drafts in enormous 
amount have been drawn against purchases 
made by belligerent and neutral nations in 


eo oo States. It is the.-number of these 
drafts, bunkers say, rather than the amount 
in money which dn the aggregate they repre- 
sent which has occasioned the record low 
quotations for exchange. Mamy times when 


this record was spoken of on the day it was 


made it: recalled the condition last Auguat 
and early September when drafts of this 
kind were quoted at so high a figure as to 
prohibit the purchase of them. It was for 
this reason that the banks of New York in 
the first instance co-operated to create a 


zold pool of one hundred millions with which 
to relieve the pressing embarrassments of 
New York city, and notwithstanding a speedy 
organization of the pool, nevertheless, the 
city was compelled to pay a large amount of 


money in order. to secure the drafts with 
which its foreign obligations On current ac-~- 
count could. be met. But for this pool the 
city would have been compelled to face’pro- 
test of its notes. i 
Then within a week or two it was dis- 
covered that the quotations for bills of ex- 
change were so high and the bills them- 
selves were so scarce as to make it im- 
practicable for American - merchants who 
owed .on current account in England ana 
Europe to secure these bills so that the 
national banks of the United States in vol-- 
untary and in unanimous co-operation pro- 
vided a gold pool of one hundred. millions 
whose effect was speedily seen in the lower- 


ing of the rates of exchange. 

Now, as bankers savy, the shoe is on the 
otner foot, In fact, some of the rOld which 
was sent to Canada in the early fall of last 
vear is coming back, reflecting thereby the 
very low rate of exhange., Anybody who 
has debts to pay in England or in Europe 
now can get exchange in plenty, but the 
fact is that there are practically no debts 
on current account against the United 
States in Kurope. We have paid all the ob- 
ligations of this kind, and we are importing 
comparatively nothing. 

One of the Complications, ‘ 

One of the complications which lurk In 
this unparalleled situation is due to the fact 
that our new tariff law is substantially dead. 


Imports are small, relatively speaking, and 
a considerable portion of the custom house 
receipts represent payment of tariff dues 


upon goods which are taken out of bond. The 


tariff is ineffective because imports have 
so greatly fallen away. No one can tell] 
what relation the tariff will bear to the 
situation when normal conditions are re- 
stored.
